Rocco  Laugelle  topped  a field  of  five 
candidates  for  a three-year  term  on  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  Saturday’s 
election.

Adams  had  126. 


The  contest  for  two  three-year  terms 
on  the  School  Committee  went  to 
incumbent  Irene  Brown  with  1312 
votes  and  Martha  Gjesteby  with  1062. 


Other  School  Committee  candidates 
were  Gerard  Reed  Jr.,  who  received 
615  votes,  and  John  Kinchla  with  613. 


Diana  David  Korac'  -received  1551 
votes  to  win  a one-year  unexpired  term 
on  the  school  board.

Town  Meeting  adjourned  Wednes- 
day night  when  a quorum  of  200  voters 
was  not  attained.  Moderator  David 
Place  moved  that  the  meeting  recon- 
vene June  26.  to  complete  unfinished 
business. 

Place  said  that  collective  bargaining 
agreements  for  the  police  and  fire 
departments  up  for  consideration  in 
Article  42  and  43.  and  which  had  been 
deferred  until  all  other  articles  were 
acted  upon,  should  be  completed  by 
June.

Turn  on  the  news  these  days  and 
one  of  the  lead  stories  is  bound  to  be 
about  gasoline,  its  prices  and  short- 
ages. Cohasset  is  nestled  away  from 
the  city  where  gas  conditions  are 
worse,  yet  the  town  is  not  immune  to 
the  ravages  of  the  oil  economy 
although  its  affects  may  be  felt  more 
slowly. 

While  some  owners  and  dealers 
disagree  whether  there  is  a real  crude 
oil  shortage  or  whether  oil  companies 


are  sitting  on  the  oil  in  their  wells  until 
Carter  decontrols  or  raises  prices, 
most  acknowledge  their  companies 
have  cut  back  on  monthly  allocations. 

George  Roukounakis.  owner  of 
Olympic  Texaco  located  in  the  heart  of 
the  Village,  feels  that  his  station  is  one 
of  the  hardest  hit  so  far.  A sign  in  the 
station  window  greets  customers. 
"Due  to  gas  shortage  we  are  forced  to 
shorten  hours.” 

Specifically.  Roukounakis  has  been 
forced  to  dose  two  hours  a day  and  all 
day  Sunday.  He  antidpated  that  he 


will  be  all  out  of  every  type  of  gas  by 
the  end  of  the  month. 

Texaco  allotted  him  85  per  cent  of 
the  gas  he  received  in  April  last  year, 
he  said,  and  has  hiked  the  price  up  six 
cents  across  the  board  in  the  last  two 
weeks.  He  projected  that  prices  will 
reach  the  dollar  mark  by  fall,  but  does 
not  antidpate  long  lines,  at  least  not 
for  now. 

In  general  Roukounakis  was  worried 
and  discouraged.  "I  may  make  a few
